During the past year, the standard of our schools has 
been well sustained under the conscientious guidance of 
the teachers, Mr. H. S. Richardson, Miss V. J. Darling, 
Miss Carrie L. Wightman and Miss Lizzie M. Maynard. 
Better habits of study among the pupils have been em- 
phasized and encouraged, and it is hoped that some gain 
has been made towards a truer appreciation of the mean- 
ing of more thorough work. A class of four was gradu-

ated, with public exercises of an appropriate nature, at 
the end of the school year in June. These annual exercises 
have proved interesting not only to the scholars but also 
to the inhabitants of the town. 

The high school room has been greatly improved by 
fresh paper and paint. The grounds surrounding the 
buildings have been kept in good condition. An excellent 
new organ has been purchased for the high school and a 
most helpful chart for use in the primary grade. For many 
reasons it was thought best to again divide the pupils 
among the three rooms instead of Heri bene a greater num- 
ber in the high school building. 

Through the generosity of Mr. Charles P. Howland of 
New York city, the large lower room in the high school 
building has been fitted up as a gymnasium where the 
scholars may gather at appointed hours, after the after- 
noon session, for bodily exercise. The young men of the 
town have the use of the room three evenings during the 
week. 

A large number of families outside of the district have 
expressed a desire to come into closer relations with our 
schools, and any changes which will bring about greater 
advantages to the children of the district and to those of 
the town will be welcomed by the committee.

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REPORT OF 
COMMITTEE ON THE TOWN LIBRARY, 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu 1, 1898. 


To the Selectmen: 


The total number of volumes now on the catalogue is 
6,370, of which 424 have been added during the past year. 
Of these 57 have been purchased with the annual appro- 
priation, and 367 have been presented by various donors, 
a list of whom is appended to this report. 

The comparatively small number of volumes purchased 
is due to the fact that it has been necessary to expend 
about one-half of the sum usually devoted to the purchase 
of new books in binding magazines and books presented 
in sheets. The committee have taken the probable cost of 
binding into account in estimating the appropriation needed 
for the coming year. 

Special thanks are due to Mrs. James L. Mitchell, for 
her valuable gift of 138 volumes, to Mrs. Laurence Hutton 
for the gift of 64 volumes of recent publications, and to 
Miss Grace Allen for the presentation of 31 volumes of 
useful works. Thanks are also due to all the other donors 
of volumes during the year. 

About the middle of the year, Miss Louisa B. Hayward, 
who has filled the position of librarian so acceptably for 
a little more than two years, resigned and Miss Frances 
M. Sabin was chosen in her place. By the death of Mr. 
Waldo F. Hayward on the 8th of September, the commit- 
tee were deprived of the services of a valued associate, 
whose place it will be difficult to fill. He had been a mem- 
ber of the library committee since 1880 and, although pre- 
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vented by illness from taking any active part during the 
past year, he maintained his interest till near the close of 
his life and expressed the wish to continue a member as 
long as he lived. He was deeply interested in the library, 
was thoroughly acquainted with its needs, and was willing 
to do his full share in the work of carrying it on. Being 
a constant reader and well informed about books, his 
opinion was especially valuable in the selection of pur- 
chases. Since the erection of the library building he had 
been the most active member of the sub-committee in charge 
of the building and grounds and had also been the treas- 
urer of the committee. By his death and by the resigna- 
tion of Miss Susan Tufts on account of removal from 
town, the number of active members has become insufficient 
and there is need of a new member, who has leisure and 
aptitude for such tasks and who has ‘‘a mind to work.”’ 

There has been a gratifying mcrease in the use of the 
reading room during the year, especially by the young 
people who have learned to appreciate its attractions and 
advantages. The following periodicals are regularly taken 
and are paid for with the fund which has been raised by 
subscription: Harper’s, Atlantic, Scribners’, Cosmopolitan, 
Outing, New England, Review of Reviews, McClure’s, St. 
Nicholas, Granite Monthly, Harper’s Round Table, Illus- 
trated London News, Life, Judge, Puck and Walpole 
Gazette. The Century, Longman and English Illustrated 
are presented by Mr. Henry G. Wheelock, Harper’s Weekly 
and the Book Buyer by Mrs. Lucy Schultz, and Garden 
and Forest by Hon. Henry E. Howland. 

The collection of portraits in the reading room has been 
increased by the addition of portraits of Rev. Thomas 
Hill, D. D., Dr. Jesseniah Kittredge and Dr. Ebenezer 
Morse. The portrait of Dr. Hill was presented by his son, 
Prof. H. B. Hill of Harvard College, that of Dr. Kittredge 
by his daughter, Mrs. Helen K. Russell, and that of Dr. 
Morse by his children. All of these portraits are well 
executed, are appropriate for the town reading room and 
will be highly prized by the citizens, | 
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The plan mentioned in the last report of having a case 
made for the better preservation of books published in 
Walpole and historical relics has been carried out. A sub- 
stantial oak cabinet has been designed and constructed by 
Mr. Winthrop P. Howland, and with its collection of local 
antiquities has proved to be of much interest to visitors 
as well as to the townspeople. The collection of relics re- 
ceives frequent additions by gift or purchase. A valuable 
gift received during the year is a bound volume of the 
““Farmer’s Weekly Museum” from 1798 to 1802, pre- 
sented by Mrs. C. B. Lucke, in memory of her son, Col. 
Gustavus Lucke. . 

The ceiling and walls of the reading room have been 
recolored and it is intended to do the same work in the 
book room the coming year. For the first time the library 
has been kept warm the entire time during the winter. 
This plan allows the library to be opened every other week 
day through the year, and is believed to be better for the 
building and makes but a trifling, if any extra expense for 
heating. There is need of more shelf room to accommo- 
date the growth of the library and the amount probably 
needed for this purpose has been included in the appropria- 
tion asked for. _ 

The total number of volumes taken out in 1897 is 
7,484, divided as follows: 


Main library, 6,081 
Drewsville branch, 4.50 
North Walpole branch, 953 


The increase from last year is 1,108. The main library 
and both branches show an increase, but the most grati- 
fying gain in circulation has been in the branch in North 
Walpole. 
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We recommend the appropriation of four hundred dol- 
lars for the support of the library the coming year includ- 
ing the branch at North Walpole, and the cost of addi- 
tional shelving.

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REPORT OF 
WALPOLE VILLAGE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen: 


The usual attention has been paid to the village ceme- 
tery during the past year. Mr. Proctor has devoted a 
great deal of time to its care and the result has appeared 
in the general neatness that has prevailed. While owners 
of lots are expected to care for them, the committee have 
not hesitated to do such work as has been needed beside 
the general care, in the case of lots belonging to families 
not now represented in town. We refer especially to reset- 
ting stones and filling depressions. A general interest in 
the care ‘and improvement of lots has been shown by the 
owners, and the beauty of the cemetery has been much en- 
hanced in this way. The few lots that are neglected are 
thereby made more conspicuous by contrast. The lots 
supported by legacies have received careful attention. The 
amounts expended on each appear in the report of expenses. 

About one-half the length of the only avenue in the new 
cemetery remaining ungravelled has been graded and grav- 
elled the past year, and it is intended to complete the work 
on this avenue the present year. Considerable gravel has 
also been used in repairing and improving the grade of the 
avenues already gravelled. A little care in keeping the 
avenues in repair will be repaid in their improved appear- 
ance as well as durability. 

Plants were set out as usual just before Decoration 
Day, but on account of the excessive rains they did not 
flourish as well as usual. They were, however, fairly sat- 
isfactory. Many of the flowering shrubs are in a flourish-

ing condition and it is proposed to set out quite a large 
number this year in favorable locations. 

The committee have cared for the cemetery in Drews- 
ville, having employed Mr. F. A. Wier to do whatever has 
been needed.
